Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant's representative discussed his concerns regarding the 
Prithviraj prior art. In particular, the applicant's representative states that the claimed invention has a local monitoring 
device that automatically requests information from a device without, receiving an instruction from the monitor. The 
prior art features a display viewable by a user that can be set to be refreshed periodically at set intervals with updated 
information (column 21 , lines 33-38, Prithviraj). The information is network monitoring information. The applicant's 
representative is concerned that the Prithviraj design needs to be set to be periodically refreshed whereas the 
applicant's invention has no instructions sent from the monitor to the local monitoring device. The examiner expressed 
his concerns regarding the term instructions and how it is not the same as the term request, also used in the claim and 
how this is viewable as being open to interpretation. The examiner felt that the prior art was indeed pertinent to the 
claimed invention. The examiner awaits the applicant's representative's response following receipt of this interview 
summary and will reserve his response until then. After consultation with other examiners concerning the applicant's 
representative's after final arguments, the examiner will decide to whether stand with or withdraw the finality.
